-Id black Pother squatting, there, after a shutout (police initiative, police 
arurdor over vengeance— socking for exposure of police spies) on Piety Street. 

What followed is, I believe, the closest thing vot to total black comrunity 
support for militant black activity. Xt is vocal, it crosses all political and 
economic lines and it is b.-.ing heal’d in the white coivunifcy, even carried in the 
-mi y reactionary papers . Like suddenly Jn&ifee Tori bee omen Roda Parks.

The white lawyers who hnv fc tried to help, moaning no more thin meat thexr professional 
obligation.*, .as "honky" society secs them, lutve been punished, beginning vith cita- 
tions for contempt on tho local l«..vel to the firing of the top OLO lawyers on the 
national level, The reason is unknown locally, having been suppressed there. But it 
was on eh: demand of the Republican cruididat^ for Mayor, who has become n minor 
power in K^oublionnispi there, and even fox* that area, that party, ho is r eactionary, 
with the best fascist connections. The moot fascist and racist of the- °uban revanchists 
are part of it (honored by the Lixoii-Agnew people for their h ip in th« campaign). 

Those people tie ia iith Hargis, Walker, others of the lunatic right and even with 
the well-puolxoJLsed "red" diversions in tli« JFK and Kt'K assassinations. lhia part 1 
have lii docui 1 ntitry proof • You iuay rec/ill so* ue fro n COUP* and rewarding oi the 
"right” whites, one of tho group liaving Just been given a nice todoral Job. 

You i«ay recall that when the cops rfont en mass to evict the Panther*, complete 
with tank l "war te;pn"), several hundred community blacks interposed tnen^lves-and 
the cops retreat ed.
